tion the strictest secrecy will be ob- 
served. Not the slightest Inkling will 
be permitted to rc-ach the world of 
tho proceedings until tho choice ot 
the new pontiff Is announced. 


Opinions are divided concerning the 


length of time over which the con- 
clave Is likely to extend. Some think 
the contest will not last more than 
a day or two. Others maintain that 
It Is certain to continue many days. 


Of the former opinion are the fol- 


lowers of the Rampolla-Cotll faction. 
That Cardinal Rampolla 
must 
be 


elected soon If at all Is agreed on 
all sides. Should It become evident 
that his candidacy Is hopeless 
his 


strength will at once be thrown to 
Cardinal Gottl, so that there is also 
reason to anticipate a short session 
In tho event of the latt'er's election. 


If both these candidates fall it is 


not Improbable that the contest may 
bs considerably prolonged, ns tho 
antl-Rarapollti faction Is considerably 
divided, the names of Cardinal Oreg- 
lla, DI Pletro, Seraflno Vannutelll and 
others having been 
mentioned as 


likely to be supported by various small 
parties, who are united only In their 
opposition to the Rampolla-Gottl ele- 
ment.

ho says Is a negative sort of good- 
ness. 
The rat simply does not both- 


er tho tobacco man. 
During a long 


experience In the tobacco business, 
an experience covering 
twenty-live 


years or more, I can recall but'few 
instances where the rat became1 at 
nil bothersome around cigar stores. 
They can not stand; tho odor of to- 
bacco, and I have never known of 
rats eating tobacco In any form, or 
even of rats attempting to cut Into 
tobacco.

havo on the rat and to determine 
the cause of tho rat's antipathy to 
tobacco. 
I had caught a rat In a 


trap at my home. 
I put him In a 


little cage and began to blow tobac- 
co smoke In on him. 
I have seen a 
great many panic stricken animals, 
but nothing compassed by my exr 
perlcncc equalled tho wild alarm of 
that rat when I began to puff 
the 


smoke through the sides of tho cage. 
If the cage had been on 
flro 
he 


would not have been more fright- 
ened than he was. 
Maybo that is 


what he thought. 
I carried the ex- 


periment further than 
I Intended, 


for before I knew It the rat had be- 
come as limp as a rag, and was evN 
dcntly very much nauseated.

where hay fever has never

STORM DAMAGE 


IS REPAIRED 


Chimneys Which Were Destroyed at 


the Janesville Red Brick 


Works, Are Rebuilt. 


The three big chimneys over the 


new drying apparatus at the brick 
works that were destroyed by the 
last storm have been rebuilt and aro 
now receiving the last coat of paint. 
These chimneys are made of wood 
and nearly sixty feet high. 
With 


the new drying plant the bricks aro 
heated by steam Instead of being 
put out In the open air under tho 
racks. 
In the now system thero 


are ten long narrow 
passageways 


with ten shelves along each sldo on 
the walls. 
These brackets hold the 


ends of the wooden platters of lath 
that tho bricks aro first laid upon 
when they come fresh from 
the 


mold. Along the floors of these pas- 
sageways tracks aro laid and there 
aro also tracks along the sides of 
the biilliilng. 


An Iron hand car runs on 
this 


track and automatically loads and 
unloads tho bricks. 
With this sys- 


tem thero Is a great saving in time 
and labor. 
It Is claimed that tho 


bricks can be dried In the steam 
kilns two or three times as fast as 
by the old method and that they can 
belmndlcd much more cheaply.

WEATHER SERVICE 


Scientists Hope to Be Able to Give 


More Accurate Accounts 


of the Weather. 


Interesting experiments are 
now 


being conducted at the Smithsonian 
Institution. 
Washington, with tho 


coelostat by the means of which It 
Is hoped more accurate weather pre- 
, let Ions may be made. 
A scries of 


observations of the sun is 
being 


made by scientists of the Institution. 
These observations deal with 
the 


absorption of the sun's rays 
by 


he gases which surround the sun. 
t Is the belief of some scientists 
hat this absorption varies, and thus 
ms a great Influence on the weather 
conditions on tho earth. 


The more the rays are 
absorbed 


l>y the gases tho cooler becomes the 
weather, and the less absorption tho 
liotter It becomes. 
All the observa- 


tions will be based on the theory. 
As 'yet the observations have 
not 


been numerous enough to establish 
a stable basis for this theory. This 
coelostat, whjlch la new and 
the 


largest in the United Sijates, and 
differs from other Instruments of Its 
kind In that It has a second mirror, 
which gives a fixed northern ray as 
well as a mirror which reflects 
a 


ray from different positions of 
tho 


sun. 
The telescope which Is used 


In connection with tho coolostat has 
a horizontal length of 140 feet. 


Sun Spots 


Especial attention win be given in 


these 
observations to the so-callec 


"sun spots," for the origin of which 
many theories have been adx-anced 
Halen of Edlnhurg observatory haa 
advanced the theory that the 
sun 


spots, are most 
numerous 
every 


tenth year because at tho end of 
decade the gases surrounding 
the 


sun have to tho extent of their cap- 
acity absorbed all the sun's rays, 
and then the heat of the sun, becom- 
ing most Intense, rends tho envelope 
restraining It. 
The sum spots, Hal- 


en asserts, are the rents In tho en- 
velope. 


According to this theory the wea- 


hcr Is bound to be hotter on 
the 


larth Immediately after tho occur- 
rence of the largo number of sun 
spots, which permit greater Inten- 
sity In the rays of the sun that reach 
he earth. 
This theory would also 


argue that the coolest summer sea^ 
son 
should 
be Immediately 
fol- 


owed by the breaking of tho envoi 
ope of gases around the sun. 


After these disturbances In 
the 


mn's atmosphere the cases gradual 
ly regain their power of absorption, 
and obstructing the rays of tho sun 
cause cooler summers.

'A London cnlbegram says thnt the 


Trench Carthuseaus, who were recent- 
ly expelled from the monastery of the 
Grande Chartreuse in France, have suc- 
ceeded in completing a bargain with 
the Duke of Arglc for the purchase of 
. Xona, "The Blessed Isle," in the Heb- 
rides, with the condition that the 
sacred and historical associations of 
the island be preserved. Perhaps this 
order might search far and wide and 
find no refuge more appropriate than 
this little dot of land on" the wcstcoast 
•f Scotland, and it may be taken for 
granted that the isle's sacred and his- 
torical associations will not suffer nt 
their reverent hands. 


The isle of lona. is very small—about 


t'/i miles long and a mile and a quarter 
wide—but Its. worn out soil In fairly 
surcharged with historical interest. 
In ancient times, so the story goes, 
.when the Druids were driven from 
Scotland they retired nt last to this 
ble and there continued with 
ttTcir 


sacred rites and ceremonies. But the 
Iile was consecrated to the cause of 
Christianity in 5GS when one of the 
Icings of the piets of north Scotland 
gave the spot to Colnmba, a relative of 
Scottish and Iri>h kings, in ncknowl- 
*dgement of hii raligious zeal among 
their people. Columba landed at the 
Island in a wicker boat with 12 disciples, 
Jn a little bay that is still called the 
"Haven of the Wii-ker lioat;" and aft- 
er burying the bont that no one might 
return in the event of homesickness,he 
built a monastery thnt came to be re- 
garded ns the mother chiireh of the 
picts. From this i»Ip Christianity was 
first introduced into Scotland and the 
north of Kngland. 


A curious legend declares thnt when 


fit. Colnmba was building his walls, his 
daily labor was dpstrnycd each night 
"by the arch fiend who scattered to>the J
